snow  pack  in  the  Columbia  River  basin  poses  a 
potential  flood  haiard  this  Spring,  especially  on  the 
Kootenai  and  Flathead  drainages. 

Wayne  Criddlc,  irrigation  engineer  with  the  United 
States  Soil  Conservation  Service,  said  “conditions  in  the 
Kootenai  and  Flathead  drainages  are  believed  to  be  such 
that  with  cool  weather  and  normal  precipitation  for  the 
next  several  weel^s,  damaging  high  water  along  the  rivers 
will  occur.** 

He  said  i?  weather  conditions  keep  much  of  the  heavy 
snow  pack  on  those  two  drainages  until  May  1 or  later, 
“serious  damage  from  a fast  runoff  will  be  expected. 

“Should  the  consistently  heavy  snow  pack  melt  simul- 
taneously causing  the  rivers  throughout  the  basin  to  peak 
at  approximately  the  same  time,  damaging  high  water 
could  result  along  the  main  stem  of  the  Columbia.**  he 
added.

All  V.C 's 
are  outstanding  symbols  of  military 
valor  but  tills  one  is  unique. 

It  belonged  u>  Private  Timothy 
O Mea,  of  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  lb 
WAS  won  in  Canada — and  not  In  battle. 

Reference  Is  made  to  this  Victoria 
Cross  In  the  April  number  of  the 
Legionary  in  a letter  from  the  press 
attache  of  the  Australian  High  Com- 
missioner's Offlee  at  Ottawa.  The  sug-* 
gesUon  Is  advanced  that  because  of  Its 
Canadian  background  it  would  be 
appropriate  If  this  Cross  were  placed 
in  the  Archives  of  Canada  or  in  ihe 
Canadian  War  Museum  at  Ottawa. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  interest 
Uie  Sydney  Art  Gallery  In  the  pro- 
posal, so  there  Is  the  poelblllty  that 
Private  O’Hea’s  V.C.  may  return  to  the 
country  in  which  11  was  won. 

It  was  way  back  In  1&86,  ten  years 
after  this  famous  decoration  was  in- 
stituted. that  the  Irish  rifleman  per- 
formed the  deed  that  brought  him 
the  Empire's  highest  award,  when  at 
great  personal  risk  be  pu^  out  a fire 
In  A Quebec  railway  station.

It  Is  bard  to  evaluate  the  scheme 
without  concrete  examples  of  the  spe- 
cific lines  of  goods  that  would  be  In- 
volved. because  there  are  individual 
problems  Involved  In  every  Urlfl- 
protected  Industry.  In  the  watch  In- 
dustry. for  example,  American  manu- 
facturers claim  protection  because  in 
wartime  they  are  required  to  make 
other  fine  precision  InstrumenU.  To 
re-educate  their  workers.  If  that  were 
possible,  would  deny  us  the  very  sort 
of  ekllls  essential  to  national  defence. 

The  Hoffman  Idea  needs  a great 
deal  of  spelling  out  before  It  can  com- 
mand the  support  of  people  who  are 
already  feeling  the  (ax  burden  of 
existing  subsidies  of  many  sorts.

Then  the  Industries  in  America  which 
would  be  Injured  In  the  process  would 
receive  direct  subsidies  from  the 
Treasury.  The  workers  who  would  .be 
thrown  out  of  employment  would  re- 
ceive Extended  unemployment  relief. 
It  is  further  reported  that  the  plan 
would  also  involve  the  re-educaUon 
of  displaced  American  workers  In  new 
skills  to  enable  them  to  And  new 
employment.  • 

This  novel  form  of  state  aid  sug- 
gests the  perplexity  brought  about  in 
the  administration  of  Marshall  aid  by 
the  failure  or  partial  failure  of  Euro- 
pean devaluation  after  a Winter’s 
trial. 

When  Sir  St&fford  Crtpps  announced 
the  devaluation  of  the  pound  and 
other  European  countries  followed  suit 
last  Autumn.  11  was  hoped  that  the 
Toltune  of  exports  to  the  United  States 
from  Europe  would  rise  and  compen- 
sate for  the  dollar  shortage  In  those 
countries.

IT  Is  a dreary  buslne:4  to  go  through 
life  never  being  noticed.  If  you 
can't  be  handsome  or  beautiful,  then 
It  Is  better  to  be  ugly  than  to  be 
merely  mousey  and  commonplace  and 
never  win  a glance  from  all  the  multi- 
tude of  your  fellow  beings.

The  criminal  type 
Is  wishy-washy,  weak,  piteous  rather 
than  pitiable,  squeaky-voiced  no  mat- 
ter how  tough  they  attempt  to  sound 
when  at  liberty,  badly  made,  physic- 
ally: hardly  anybody  would  gtve  them 
a second  glance  unless,  by  thetr  bad 
behavior  or  by  a deliberately  affected 
air  or  appearance  of  criminality,  they 
sooceeded  In  attraeUng  notice. 

One  day  recently  In  the  shopping 
dUtrlct  near  my  home.  I watched  a 
policeman  straightening  out  a traffic 
tangle  caused  by  a mousey  looking 
lady  who  stalled  her  car  In  the  middle 
of  the  Interaectlon.  A day  or  two 
later,  at  another  Intersection  a few 
blocks  away.

He  clambered  among 
the  deadly  freight  and  stifled  the 
blase,  his  swift  courage  preventing  a 
terrible  explosion. 

Hla  was  both  the  only  Victoria  Cross 
ever  won  in  Canada  and  the  only  one 
awarded  to  a person  for  bravery  dis- 
played other  than  In  combat  with  the 
enemy.
